An official announcement from U.S. 
9th Army H.Q. in Holland last 
night stated :'— 


‘The U.S. 9th Army, under the 
command of  Lieut.-General 
William H. Simpson, attacked 
at 12.45 to-day. The attack 
was preceded by an aerial 
bombardment, which continues 
to support the operation.” 


The 9th Army moved into Ger- 
many along a nine-mile arc between 
Geilenkirchen and ~ Eschweiler, 
where the Siegfried Line was 
breached north-east of Aachen. 

Within an hour of launching its 
cffensive, states A.P., the Americans 
had taken many preliminary objec- 
tives. 

Among the German towns. taken 
in the first few hours of the advance 
were Immendorf, Florvich, Euchen 
and Bettendorf. The capture of 
these towns, all east of Seilenkir- 
chen, represent advances up to one 
mile. 

Described as America’s “ mystery 
army,’ the 9th disappeared from 
German and Allied eyes with the 
capture of Brest. Various broad- 
casts since then placed it between 
the 3rd and 7th Armies, then 
between the Ist and 3rd. 

It is the youngest of the American 
armies in the field, following the 
Ist and 7th Armies into battle. It 
tcok over the hard task of cleaning 
up Brest, and it also captured some 
20,000 prisoners south of the river 
Loire. 

General Simpson has been referred 
to as “the Texas general with the 
cowboy walk.” He moved his 
command 800 miles across three 
countries—France, Belgium and 

Holland—to its present unannounced 
positions, 

Simpson had the most varied 
peace-time experience. of any other 
front-line general, with the possible 
exception of Eisenhower, and is 
known as a close student of modern 
military tactics. 

_ General Hodges’ 1st Army began 
its offensive in Western Germany 
at 11 a.m. to the accompaniment 
of a heavy artillery bombardment 
of the German positions and follow- 
ing sustained aerial bombing. The 
U.S. infantrymen then climbed from

IN METZ SUBURBS 


American 3rd Army troops by- 
passed dangerous forts of Metz, 
which were still firing as they edged 
yard by yard through the suburbs 
of the fortress city last night, states 
A.P, The Sth Division fought at 
two points, a mile and a-half to the 
south of the city, while the 95th 
fought a similar distance away to 
the north-west. The Moselle River 
still lay between the city and the 
95th, but the Sth was beating against 
the last fortifications southward. 

A report from Allied Supreme 
Headquarters this morning stated 
that first reports indicated that 
General Eisenhower's all-out winter 
offensive was going well. Within 
a few hours of the Ist Army launch- 
ing its attack,. several small towns 
were overrun. Gains up to two 
miles were made east of Aachen.

EIGHTH ARMY troops vyester- 
“é day tightened their grip on the 
important North Italian city of 
Faenza, third major town on the 
Great State road from Rimini to 
Milan, as _Marshal _Kesselring’s 
defenders retired behind their Mon- 
tone River defences to new water- 
line positions only four and a half 
miles from the town. 

This latest advance, states Reuter’s 
Special _ correspondent at Allied 
Mediterranean H.Q., carried General 
McCreery’s troops one thousand 
yards nearer Faenza, and forced the 
Germans out of the villages of 
Branzolino and San Martino Di 
Villafranca. Immediately south of 
the Rimini-Bologna highway, British 
infantry and armour cleared Villa- 
grappa and rising ground to the 
south-west. 

Other troops, pushing towards 
Faenza from the south, advanced 
another mile to within seven miles 
of the town. The First British 
Infantry Division is now engaged 
on the Fifth Army front, acting as 
part of General Mark Clark’s forces. 

Small numbers of heavy bombers 
have raided German targets in 
Southern Austria and Yugo-Slavia. 


Irish Dietary | 
Standards To Be 


Investigated 


The Irish Times understands that 
a committee is to be set up to in- 
vestigate the dietary standards and 
the nutritional needs of Eire. Up to 
the present this country, alone of 
the principal European countries, 
has not had a detailed survey made 
of the food requirements of the dif- 
ferent sections of the community. 

Senator Professor W. R. Fearon, 
the bio-chemist, who last night con- 
firmed that such a committee. was 
to be set up, told a reporter that 
the results of similar surveys carried 
out in European countries and in 
America had been published by the 
League of Nations, and formed the 
basis of modern food rationing. 

For some time back, he said, it 
has been urged that a proper sur- 
vey of the food requirements and 
the resources of Eire should be 
made by a competent authority. 

For the purposes of the survey it 
will be necessary to know what 
exactly are the individual food 
needs of the Irish people; how they 
can be met under existing condi- 
tions; how the supply cán be im- 
proved where necessary, and what 
the country may have to spare for 
the assistance, of less fortunate 
European neighbours. 


Belgian Government 


Faces Crisis 


The Belgian Government last 
night faced its most serious situa- 
tion since the liberation, following 
the resignation of two Communist 
Ministers—M. Albert Marteaux and 
M. R. Dispy—and the Resistance 
Minister, M. F. Demany, states 
Reuter’s special correspondent. 

The resignations were the sequel 
to various Government. measures 
connected with the Resistance move- 
ments, and, in particular, the deci-~ 
sion to disband the “ White Army. 
Police. cordoned: off the streets 
around Parliament buildings, but no 
incidents have so far been reported. 

Premier Pierlot, in a nation-wide 
broadcast from Brussels last night, 
called upon members of the country’s 
Resistance movements to disband 
and join the régular army and sur- 
render their arms by _ to-morrow, 
“or be prosecuted with the full 
vigour of the law.” 

Belgian radio later broadcast 
this statement at the request of 
the Inter-Allied High Command: 
“General Erskine, head of the 
mission of the Supreme Command 
of the Allied Expeditionary Force 
in . Belgium, has - informed - the 
Belgian Government that Allied 
forces. will assist the Government 
with a view to ensuring respect for 
the law and the maintenance of 
order, because both are essential for 
the conduct of military operations.”
